C O R N W F U .S H E IG H T S , Dec. 3— Nauseating and 
obnoxious fumes frightened the residents of this area last 
evening and during the night, when numbers of people 
were*nauseated, suffered from choking sensation and head­ 
aches; some green plants died overnight; and individuals 
were forced to take pet dogs indoors. A fire company was 
summoned in one instance. 
Visions of the recent catastrophe at Donora added to 
the frightfulness of the situation, and caused some people 
to become somewhat panicky. State Police were called, 
him** and the district's sanitarian of the State Department of 
Health was summoned. 
H ie fumes were first noticeable at about 8.30 last 
evening, and were still perceptible at two a. rn. They start­ 
ed to “ lift,” it is stated, at about midnight. No official ex­ 
planation has as yet been given, and chemists of the State 
Department of Health are expected here today from H ar­ 
risburg. 
The investigation last evening and early this morn­ 
ing centered about the plant of the Cornwell Chemical 
Co., but no definite decision was reached as to whether 
this was the point of origin. Some attribute the fumes to 
tugs dumping in the Delaware River. 
This morning the Cornwell Chemical Company gave 
the following statement over the telephone to the Courier: 
"Thursday night, gas-like odors were evident in the 
area. State officials were in the plant to investigate the 
cause. A t present, our chemist has not been able to asso­ 
ciate the condition with our plant operations.” 
Individuals could not leave bedroom windows open 
during the night. 
’Hie fumes were described by Theodore Stauden- 
mayer, district sanitarian of the State Department of 
rotten eggs.” Some described it 
as a gassy odor. Individuals in many cases commenced
